806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the subcombination requires at 
least a lateral head support, which is not required by the combination. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as a portable supporting apparatus for an 
article such as a sign or an article of clothing. 
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Inventions I and III are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process such as: 

measuring appropriate dimensions of a wheelchair and a user of the wheelchair; 

determining adjustment parameters for a headrest assembly based on the 
measured appropriate dimensions; 

adjusting the headrest assembly by the predetermined set of parameters; 

non-destructively snapably attaching the pre-adjusted headrest assembly to a 
pair of uprights supporting a seat back of the wheelchair, the pre-adjusted headrest 
assembly comprising a substantially rigid horizontal member substantially spanning a 
width defined by the pair of uprights of the wheelchair and substantially spanning above 
handles of the wheelchair. 

Inventions II and III are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process such as:
